162,955 Less for First 
Seven Months

OTTAWA, Ont., Nov, 8.—Ordinary 
revenue of the Dominion of Canada 
for seven months of the present fis-| 
cal year is $49,162,955 less than for 
the corresponding period a year ago, 
according to figures issued through 
the department of finance Friday.| 
The monthly statement handed out 
by the department, covering revenues, 
expenditure, debt, etc,, up to the end 
of last month, shows total ordinary 
revenué for the seven month period 
of $235,616,408,

Dr. MeQueen did 
not belong exclusively to this church 
or even t© Presbyterianiem., Many a 
yude structure throughout the far- 
flung parts of this new land has been 
transformed into a veritable House of 
God by the presence and benediction 
of Dr, McQueen. No man could know 
the Doctor and make a mock of re- 
ligion.” 

POucting from an appreciation by 
G.V.F,, in the Mari Free Press, 
Hon, Mr, Lymburn said:— 

“Dr. McQueen was as much @ part | 
of Edmonton as the woods that line 
the gorge of the Saskatchewan river 
His tall, spare figure, the austere, 
clean-shaven face with its deep-hewn 
lines, was as familiar in the streets as 
in the pulpit ot his church, When a 
man becomes a land-mark as did Dr 
MeQueen, there is a reason for it; and 
with him it was force of character. 
Combined with a deep vein of toler- 
ant humor there ran in him a strict- 
ness of hones'y and integrity that was 
as rare as it was preciovs.

Former M.L.A. | Is 
Sued By Company 


Action for $10,702.72 was filed in ‘the 
Supreme court on Saturday by the 
Athabasca Construction Co, and Baw- 
mills, Ltd., against George Mills, for- 
legislature and 
now believed to be of New Zealand. 
Neil D Maclean, K.C., is acting for 
plaintiff. 

It is set forth in the statement of 
claim that plaintiff is a duly incor- 
porated company, carrying on business 
in Alberta 

By agreement in writing, dated June 
7, 1928, plaintiff agreed to sell and de- 
fendant to purchase goods and chat- 
tels for the amount stipulated in the 
action and defendant to pay for same 
May 20, 1929, without interest, 

It was provided in the agreement 
that title, ownership and right of 
property and possession to all the said 
goods and chattels should remain in 
plaintiff until the total purchase price 
had been paid, 

It was further provided that in the 
event of default of payment, or if de- 
fendantt should part with ession 
of the goods and chattels without con- 
sent of plaintiff, or if, for any reason, 
plaintiff should consider itself in- 
secure, that plaintiff might resume 
possession of goods and enter premises 
of defendant to remove and sell same 
without notice to defendant, 


It is alleged that defendant has not | 


only made no payment on the goods, 
but has abandoned them, leaving same 
scattered in different parts of the

Will Stop Book 
Agent Activities 


Efforts are now being made by the 
Edmonton Chamber of Commerce to 
curtail the activities here of a book 
selling organization known as the 
Cumulative Encyclopaedia Company 
operating with the aid of a collection 
agency known as the Dominion Dis- 
count company, of Winnipeg, John 
Blue, secretary, stated Saturday. 

The Chamber of Commerce is now 
in communication with the attorney- 
general's departments of Alberta and 
Manitoba and further prosecutions 
may be laid, One salesman of the 
company, A. P. Barker, was sentenced 
to one month's imprisonment here 
this week on a charge of false pre- 
tences and since this time, further 
complaints have been received by the 
chamber. 

The Winnipeg Better Business 
Bureau is co-operating with the Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commerce and 
reports that the Manitoba courts have 
already ruled the activities of tiie 
company 4 fraudulent book selling 
scheme, According to Mr, Blue, the 
modus operandi of the company is to 
approach a prospect and ask, him to 
accept a copy of the encyclopaedia, 
the only gondition being that he 
should read it and write a testimonial 
for it.

E« acorns, a food of a highly 
nutritive value are allowed 

to go to waste. Most years, 
the yleld of acorns is far in excess 
of the needs of the animals and 
birds that feed on them. 

But the American Indian appre- 
elated the fruit of the oak, even if 
we do not. And no matter in what 
part of the land the white man 
landed, he found the natives pound- 
ing acorns into a kind of coarse 
meal, and either eating it as mush 
or hominy, baking it into cakes, 
or using it as a thickening for 
stew. The United States has been 
singularly blessed in the way of 
acorn bearing oaks, there being 
more than fifty distinct species. 

The Indians of California still 
gather and stow away acorns for 
winter use. The crop ts harvested 
in big baskets made for the pur- 
pose; they are then carefully cov- 
ered so as to keep out the damp- 
ness and suspended from poles set 
in the ground. They are so con- 
structed that while they keep out

The Lowly Acorn 


VERY autumn tons and tons; damp, boggy soll near the margin 


of cold springs, where strange to 
fay they neither sprout or decay, 
though they turn black and _ be- 
come soft and swollen, It ig said 
that acorns thus treated have been 
plowed up, after being buried for 
years, and found to be edible and 
unspolled, But when so cured, 
acorns can only be eaten roasted 
and cannot be ground into meal. 
But the common method is to dry 
the nuts and put them up un- 
shelled. When needed, they are 
shelled and the meat is pounded 
in stone mortors and reduced to 
meal. 

As all of us who have tasted 
acorns know, they have a bitter 
flavor, some kinds being more bit- 
ter than others. To get rid of 
this bitterness the meal is placed 
in an earthen vessel with holes in 
the bottom and warm water pour- 
ed over it. As the water drains 


through it carries with it most of 
the bitter matter and 
becomes as black as 
(tastes Hke quinine.

bleached, the meal is ready to be 
made into mush or bread. When 
mush is to be prepared, the meal 
is put into water-tight baskets and 
brought to a boil by dropping in 
hot stones, the result being a very 
dark porridge. Bread made en- 
tirely of corn meal, is not espe- 
clally appealing to the white man's 
palate, but the Indians are fond 
of it, and have been eating it for 
centuries. 

When mixed with an equal por- 
tion of corn meal, acorn meal 
makes a rich, nutritive bread, with 
a sweetish taste, the process of 
baking having turned some of the 
elements into sugar. John Muir, 
the great naturalist, while tramp- 
ing over the mountains of Cali 
fornia, often carried no other food 
than acorn bread, and pronounced 
it an ideal ration for long hikes. 
It was light to carry and besides, 
it was the most strength - giving 
food he had ever eaten, 

Some kinds of acorns are more 
edible than others. “hose of the 
white oak and the chestnut oak 
probably leading in size and sweet- 
ness, Some of the latter measure 
close to two inches in length and 
with meat as yellow as butter, 

Not only the American Indians, 
but the people of Italy, France, 
and England, have tasted the acorn 
and found it good. It is said that 
fully twenty per cent of the bread 
of the poorer classes in parts of 
Spain and Italy can trace its an- 
cestry back to the oaks, The fruit 
of a large oak that grows in Al- 


geria is highly prized as an article 
of food; and the acorns of a cer- 
tain oak in Spain bring a higher 
price than chestnuts.
